James Simpson Jr. 

On March 2nd, I telegraphed you suggest- 
ing that— in justice to the voters of the Tenth 
District — you and I discuss publicly the issues 
of the present campaign.

It Is equipped to take two stereo- 
acopic pictures by means of lead 
sltdoa, tho value of the two pictures 
revealing changes after movoraont 
and Iho elapse of a few seconds 
proving much greater than that of 
one.
